Because everyone is tamiliar with 


•'Smiles,"" many readers of the News 
will be interested in learning some- ^ 
thing about the author of that popular I 
song. He was born on a farm near 
Columbus, Ind., March 17, 1874, and 
moved to the city with his parents 
•when very young. As a small, dark- 
haired child, with big, solemn eyes, 
he peddled matches on the streets of 
that city many years ago. He was 
graduated- from the Columbus high 
•school, then studied law and practiced 
there and in Indianapolis, where he 
lived nearly 20 years. Even when a 
umall boy he scribbled verse and 
many of his early efforts showed much 
talent. 


Mr. Callahan, who is very modest, 


is not much inclined to talk a great 
•deal about his work, but when asked 
recently as to his opinion of the rea- 
son for his success, replied that pos- 
sibly it was due to the cheerfulness" 
that runs through his songs. This,, 
he'says, also is apparent in the music, 
which is composed by Lee S. Roberts, 
with whom he is now collaborating 
exclusively.

ment by which the taxpayers will re- 
ceive one hundred cents in value for 
every dollar paid in city taxes. 


The general plan of government un- 


der the proposed charter is for all 
municipal affairs to be handled by a 
board of three -commissioners to serve 


short time, according to an action 
taken at a joint meeting of the city 
council and board of bond trustees 
held Tuesday night. 


This action is taken with the idea 


of furnishing the patrons plenty of 
water and adding new patrons, and 
also getting paid for all water con- 
sumed as a step toward putting the 
waterworks system on a paying iasis. 


It has been known for some time 


that the supply of water is not suf- 
ficient and extensions of distribution 
lines have not been made because of 
this fact. 
One of the reasons why 


the supply is not sufficient is because 
practically half of the patrons of the 
system have no meters and are not 
careful in the amount of water used. 
Putting meters on ail taps will have 
a tendency to reduce the amount of 
water used and increase the amount 
of revenue received. 


The plan proposed for supplying 


more water is the laying of large 
points in the area adjacent to the 
large well at the pumping plant west 
of the city and draw the water through 
these points into the well. Secretary

Plan" 
charter, 
the charter 
board 


elected at the regular city election in 
July to prepare a new charter or 
amendments to the present charter 
for the city of New Smyrna, has com- 
pleted its work and is about ready to 
present the proposed new charter to 
the electors of the city for its adoption 
or rejection. 


A spec ia! election on the question 


at adoption »v rejection ot the pro- 
posed new charter will be called for 
November 23rd. If adopted, the char- 
ter provides for the new plan of mu- 
nicipal government to' go into effect 
the first day of January, 1921 and a 
special election for 
commissioners 


will be held in December. 


The charter prepared by the char- 


ter board is similar in many respects 
to the commission-manager plan char- 
ters in effect in St. Augustine, Talla- 
hassee and Sanford, where the muni- 
cipal governments are said to be oper- 
ating satisfactorily, and where the 
residents declare they would under no 
circumstances return to the old coun- 
cilmanic form of city government. 
It is similar In many respects to the 
commission-manager 
plan 
charter 


prepared by a former charter board 
and submitted to the voters of New 
Smyrna, but eliminating the features 
to which objections were made at 
that time. 


The charter board has labored fsltK- 


fully and well in the preparation of 
the proposed charter and in present- 
ing it to the people believe they have 
proposed a plan of municipal govern- 
ment by which the taxpayers will re- 
ceive one hundred cents in value for 
every dollar paid in city taxes. 


The general plan of government un- 


der the proposed charter is for all 
municipal affairs to be handled by a 
board of three 'commissioners to serve 
without pay, one of whom is to be 
elected each year, and these commis- 
sioners employ a city manager to be 
the administrative head of the city. 
The city manager is responsible to the 
commissioners, who are responsible 
to the electors. 


The charter contains the initiative 


and referendum and the recall, by 
which a commissioner may be recalled 
from office and another elected in his 
place if it is shown that the affairs of 
the city are suffering at his hands. 


Some of the chief advantages claim- 


ed for the proposed commission-man- 
ager plan of municipal government 
may be summarized as follows: 


It establishes' a simple, direct inJ 


business-like form of government. 


It makes elective officers respon- 


sible to public opinion by means c-f 
the initiative and referendum. 


It creates a single-headed adminis- 


trative establishment, and this adnvn- 
istrative unity makes for harmony be.- 
tween departments, since all are sub- 
ject to a common head. 


it insures experrness in administra- 


tion at the point where it is most 
valuable, at the head. 


It takes politics out of. city affairs 


by limiting the number of persons to 
be voted for each year to a single 
legislative officer; thus enabling the 
community to center on the best ma- 
terial available.

New Smyrna's city water supply 


will be materially increased and those 
consumers not 
meters will be 
short time, according to an action 
taken at a joint meeting of the city 
council and board of bond trustees 
held Tuesday night. 


This action is taken with the idea 


of furnishing the patrons plenty of 
water and adding new patrons, and 
also getting paid for all water con- 
sumed as a step toward putting the 
waterworks system on a paying .basis. 


It has been known for some time 


that the supply of water is not suf- 
ficient and extensions of distribution 
lines have not been made because of 
this fact. 
One of the reasons why 


the supply is not sufficient is because 
practically half of the patrons of the 
system have no meters and are not 
careful in the amount of water used. 
Putting meters on ail taps will have 
a tendency to reduce the amount of 
water used and increase the amount 
of revenue received. 


The plan proposed for supplying 


more water is the laying of large 
points in the area adjacent to the 
large well at the pumping plant west 
of the city and draw the water through 
these points into the well. Secretary 
W. P. Wilkinson of the bond trustees 
was instructed to order six three-inch., 
points six feet long, together with, the 
necessary piping and connections and 
arrangements will be made to have 
these new points installed as soon 
as possible. 


This is following out the original 


idea when tie well and pumping plant 
were established of drawing the water 
from the sand through such points 
into the large well and it is believed 
the addition of the six points will fur- 
nish an abundant supply of water for j 
the use of the city for a number of

SAID HE WAS CARRYING BAG

With the arrest in Miami Sunday 


mornin? of a man with a ticket to 
New Smyrna and 20 pounds of mor- 
phine in his possession, the question 
is being asked if Xew Smyrna is be- 
ing made a clearing point for "dope," 
and if so, who are the parties handling 
it? 


The man gave his name as M. A. 


De Castro and it is said the morphine 
he was carrying in his traveling bag 
was more than enough to supply ev- 
ery hospital, drug store and physician 
in the state of Florida for more than 
a year. He was held under a bond 
of $20,000 after a hearing before the 
United States commissioner, and bs-_ 
ing unable to furnish the bond, was 
placed in the county jail to await 
the spring term of the federal court. 


Innocence as to the contents of the 


bag, which, he declared, he promised to 
carry for a man upon a consideration 
of $40, was the defendant's defense 
when he was cross examined. 


Before the defendant was question- 


ed, United States Deputy Marshal J. 
A. Moritz testified that he 'and the 
officers 
assisting 
him 
found 
De 


Castro at the station at 2:15 o'clock 
Sunday morning. 
He carried a grip 


and Moritz said he took him into the 
baggage room and asked him to open 
it. 


"In trying to open the bag, De Cas- 


tro got nervous," said Moritz. "He 
twisted the key so that he broke it, 
but I thrust a wrench into his hand, 
and he was obliged to pry the bag 
open with that. He insisted that the 
bag contained 
nothing 
but clothes, 


but underneath the clothes I found 
the box which I knew to contain mor- 
phine. As I handed it to Lockridga, 
the man fled." 


The testimony of J. D. Lockridge, 


captain of police, was similar to that 
of Mr. Moritz. John S. Gay, lieuten- 
ant of the railroad police, who assist- 
ed in the capture of DeCastro, also 
testified that the man was caught 
handling contraband goods. 
Mr. Gay 


said that as De Castro jumped over 
a small fence on the Avenue E side 
of the station he dropped an auto- 
matic revolver, but De Castro denied 
ownership of the weapon. 


When cross examined by L. E. 


Howe, special government agent, D& 
Castro stated that he was on the 
train enroute from Key West to New 
Smyrna when he met a man who ask- 
ed him to take charge of his bag for 
awhile. De Castro admitted that the 
owner of the bag had said that it 
contained "something," but that he 
supposed it was booze.

TO THE QUALIFIED VOTERS OF VOLUSIA COUNTY: 


As most of you remember, 1 was a candidate for nomination for the office of sheriff at the Democratic primary 


held In our county on June 8th, 1920. You also know that the race between the present incumbent, Mr. Lee Morris, 
and myself was extremely close, and that at the time the canvassing board announced the result ol the canvass for 
the entire caunty, they declared Mr. Morris had been nominated by a majority of only five votes. During the time 
that this canvass wae being made, there were in the possession of the County Judge of this county five votes which 
were cast by Qualified electors of this county, pursuant to the provision of what is known as the Absent Voters' law. 
The canvassing board refused to count these votes upon the technicality that they were not endorsed by all of the 
inspectors of the several precincts in which they were cast 
I contended, through my attorneys, at that time 


that these votes were cast in substantial compliance with the law, and, therefore, should be counted, and 1 
offered to produce various authorities to substantiate my contention. However, my request was absolutely ignored 
and I was given no opportunity to appear before the canvassing board, and these gentlemen, at the dictation 
of counsel for Mr. Morris, Judge Bert Fish, refused, and still refuse, to give me credit for those votes to which 
they know I am legally entitled. 


Besides having refused to count these votes, they refused to give me credit for the two second choice votes to 


which I was clearly entitled, and which the returns from the Glencoe precinct clearly indicated were intended to 
be east for me. Again, the canvassing board refused to hear me or my attorneys with reference to my contention 
in this regard. Therefore, it is perfectly clear from the records on Hie in the office of the County Judge at this 
time that Mr. Morris was not nominated, but that on the other hand, I was nominated by a majority of two votes 
So much for the records, which are open to to the inspection of any citizen of this county, on demand. It also de 
veloped during the canvass of the votes cast at the Primary that the inspectors of Xew Smyrna precinct had re 
fused to count five votes to which I am legaUy entitled, on the ground they were marked on the wrong side, that is 
the electors easting these several ballots railed to place their mark exactly in the square provided for that pur 
pose. I am informed not ony by my attorneys, but by others, and it has always been understood in this county, thai 
a ballot should be counted for a candidate, provided that it is so marked that the elector's intention is clearly ex 
pressed. Our own Supreme Court has also decided this to be the law. Therefore, if I had been given credit by the 
canvassing board for the votes to which I believe I was clearly and legally entitled, my majority over Mr. M~orris 
would have been seven votes. 


Having exhausted every means at my command to persuade the canvassing board to give me credit for these 


'otes. and having failed, there was nothing for me to do but to go into the courts. I am a poor man, and 1 hardl} 


w how it would be possible for me to raise the money necessary to protect my interests in a litigation which 


veil knew would be bitterly contested by my opponent and his political dictator. Having determined to go into 
he courts, and having succeeded in raising the necessary funds at least to start with, my attorneys immediately in 
tituted proceedings before Judge Perkins to compel the canvassing board to give me credit for the votes to whicl 
felt I was entitled, as above explained. This proceeding was taken before Judge Perkins, and as I had anticipated 


my application was denied. Judge Fish, of course, appeared as counsel opposing me. My attorneys immediately 
appealed my case in pursuance to the usual practice, and did everything within their power to speSfl this cause 
not only in the lower court, but in the Supreme Court at Tallahassee. TJnfortunately, however, before this case, un 
cler the rules of practice, could be heard, the Supreme Court had adjourned for its summer vacation, and, rnucl 
.0 the surprise of my attorneys, consumed two months in that vacation. As a result, it did not again convenexunti 
the first day of the present month. In the meantime, my attorneys had filed a motion before the Supreme Court urg 
:ng that because of the public interest in this case, and its Importance to the people of Volusia County, that i 
oe advanced upon the docket and heard and decided out of its usual place. As I understand the law, each case i 
leard m its turn by the Supreme Court, and it is impossible to get a speedy hearing unless the court does orde 
.hat such a case as mine be taken up out of its usual place on the calendar of cases before it for disposal. It 8' 
lappened that there were many important cases pending, some of which were probably just as important as mine 
or more so, and the court decided that because of the pressing nature of the business already before it, my case couli 
not be taken up out of its usual order, but could only be decided when they reached it on their calendar. Some o 
the neswpapers of the county and various of my political enemies have said that the Supreme Court had practically 
decided my case on its merits, because they refused to take it up out of its usual order. They, especially th 
newspapers who have given this feature publicity, knew that such a conclusion was absolutely false and untrue 
The Supreme Court has not considered my case on its merits, and has said that it cannot do so until it reached i 
n its usual course. That and that alone is all that it has said. 


Under the general election law, as I understand it, a candidate must have his Hame ordered placed upon th 


ballot at least twenty days before the date for the holding of the general election in November. Since Mr. Morris ha< 
already been certified as a Democratic nominee by the canvassing board, as I have above explained, there wa 
no way that I could have my name placed upon the ballot as a Democratic nominee or otherwise, unless I filed wit 
the Board of County Commissioners -a petition for that purpose. Therefore, even it my case had been decided fav 
orably to me, after these twenty days had elapsed my name could not have legally been placed upon the ballo 
either as a Democratic nominee or otherwise. Knowing that my case could not be finally decided before these twent 
days had elapsed, I presented to the Board of County commissioners a petition bearing the signatures of over fou 
itmdred registered, qualified voters of Yolusia County, In which they urged me to become a candidate in the genera 
election, because they Iel{ that I was legally entitled to the nomination, in spite ot the action of the canvassing baord

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TO THE VOTERS OF VOLUSIA COUNTY: 


As the nominee of the Democratic party for Sheriff, I ad- 


dress this communication to the voters of Volusia County. My 
only opponent is M. A. Galbreath of New Smyrna. Mr. Gal- 
breath ran also in the Primary of June 8th for Sheriff, along 
withahree other candidates. I received the highest number of 
First Choice Votes in that Primary, namely 890; and Mr. 
Galbreath received 874 First Choice Votes. After the Second 
Choice Votes, taken from the three other candidates for 
Sheriff, had been counted, I was still five votes ahead of Mr. 
Galbreath, and was declared the nominee of the Democratic 
party for Sheriff, and my name is on the ticket as the regular 
| Democratic nominee. Mr. Galbreath's name is on the ticket by 
virtue of a petition filed with the County Commissioners, and 
is therefore clearly an independent candidate. 
While he has 


apparently declined the nomination of the Republican conven- 
tion held at Daytona, I am nevertheless reliably informed that 
he, in conference with one of the leaders of the so-called Re- 
publican party, and two other men, consented to accept the 
nomination from the Republican party and was afterwards so 
nominated and endorsed by the Republicans. 


There has been so much misrepresentation as to the real 


question involved in the litigation instituted by Mr. Galbreath, 


i and his attorneys, that I desire to state clearly in this communi- 
cation to the voters what Mr. Galbreath has attempted to havfe 
the Courts do-for him. 


The Inspectors of the Glencoe precinct made their return. 


J. L. Harden, a candidate, for sheriff, received one First Choice 
Vote in Glencoe. The return of the Inspectors showed that M. 
A. Galbreath received two Second Choice Votes from J. L. 
| Harden. This was an impossibility and could not be true, and 
the Canvassing Board could not therefore give Mr. Galbreath 
a Second Choice Vote from this precinct, the Inspectors of 
Election not having done so, and the return clearly showing 
that Mr. Galbreath was not entitled to such a vote. 


Mr. Galbreath, in the New Smyrna precinct, claimed five 


additional votes. The Inspectors of Election did not show by 
the return that there had been any votes irregular, and .we 
have the word of no one to the effect that there are any such 
votes in the New Smyrna box, as Mr. Galbreath claims there 
are, except the word of Mr. Galbreath. If a Court could open 
an election box upon the word of every defeated candidate 
that it contained certain ballots, there would be nothing to 
prevent every election box in the County, after every election 
being opened. It is clear to everyone that such a condition as 
this could not exist. But, even if the precinct of New Smyrna 
in which precinct I received only 40 votes and Mr. Galbreath 
received 364 votes, had any ballots cast that were illegal il 
certainly will be presumed that the Inspectors gave him every 
one to which they thought he was entitled, and in their return 
the Inspectors say nothing whatever about there being any 
votes in the box that were not counted. Mr. Galbreath claims 
that there are in the election box from the precinct of New 
Smyrna five votes that he should have. He says that these 
ballots are marked as follows:

The election law is clear in the matter, and the instruc- 


tions are pos-iive that the voter must mark the cross in the 
proper place on the ticket, that is, the First Choice Vote for 
Sheriff in the First Choice column, and the Second Choice Vote 
in the Second Choice column: that a cross mark placed in any 
other place cannot be counted, for how could anyone say that a 
cross mark placed in any other place than in the proper column 
was a Frst Choice Vote or a Second Choice Vote. In the pre- 
cinct of DeLand there were sevral such votes as the kind that 
Galbreath claims were in New Smyrna. There were sereval in 
Daytona and other precincts in the County, but no candidate 
for office attempted to claim them except Mr. Galbreath, and 
this was after the returns showed he was defeated. 


What right has Mr. Galbreath to ask the Court to order 


the Inspectors to re-assemble and open up the ballot box and 
say that the cross placed in the Second Choice column, as shown 
above, ought to be taken out of that column and placed in the 
First Choice column and counted for him? And, what right has 
Mr. Gaibreath to say that that the cross mark to the right of the 
Second Choice column was intended by the voter to be put in 
the First Choice column? But, if Mr. Galbreath were allowed 
every vote that there was in the New Smyrna precinct, that he 
claims were there and that should have been counted for him, 
the vote would onlj' be a tie, and the law is that the candidate 
receiving the the majority of the First Choice Votes, if there be 
a tie, is the nominee of the party. I had a majority of 16 First 
Choice votes. 


Mr. Galbreath, through his attorneys, brought a proceed- 


ing in the Circuit Court of the Seventh Judicial Circuit, and 
the Judge decided against him. He appealed to the Supreme 
Court. His attorneys later asked that the case be advanced, 
that is, be heard by the Supreme Court at an earlier date than 
it would in regular order be heard. The Court examined the 
record and declined to advance the case, evidently believing 
that there was no merit in the stand taken by Mr. Galbreath. 
But, if Mr. Galbreath had really wanted a decision from the 
Supreme Court, why did he not, in the first place, institute a 
proceeding in the Supreme Court for relief, and even after he 
had been denied the relief he pretends he ought to have in the 
Circuit Court here, the 'Supreme Court was still in session for 
a month afterward, and he could have taken steps to have the 
matter adjudicated there. But no such steps were ever taken. 
He knew that he was not entitled to the votes that he claimed 
he was entitled to, but doubtless he thought that he could so 
misrepresent the matter to the voters of the County that they 
would feel he had been deprived of some right, and that then 
he could, by becoming an independent candidate for Sheriff, 
win in the election. 


There has been a great deal said about four or five absen- 


tee votes that were not counted, that is, votes that were sent in 
by mail. The Canvassing Board unanimously declined to count 
these votes for the reason that they were not signed by the 
voter and the Inspectors, as required by law. Even if there 
could be such a thing as a voter in another County voting for a 
County office in this County, the requirement of the law as to 
how that ballot shall be sent in and signed by the Inspectors 
was wholly ignored. If Mr. Galbreath and his attorneys had 
thought any Court in Florida would have ordered the Canvas- 
sing Board to count these absentee votes, would not they have 
taken the matter into the Courts? Not one step was ever taken 
by Mr. Gatbreath or his attorneys to compel the Canvassing 
Board to ceunt these absentee votes. They knew, as everyone 
else knew who has investigated the matter at all, that the votes 
were illegal and that they could pot be counted. 


Again, no one except Mr. Galbreath has ever contended 


that all of these absentee votes were cast for him, or that there 
are any such ballots in the box at New Smyrna, as he says 
there are. 


I submit to the voters of Volusia County that I am entitled 


to the vote of every Democrat who participated in the Primary 
of June 8th. 1 am the nominee of the party, as declared by 
the officials, and shown by the votes cast. Mr. Galbreath is 
the Independent candidate and the candidate of the Republi- 
cans. I ieel that every man who went into the Primary of June 
3th is bound by his oath to support me. If Mr. Galbreath had 
been declared the nominee of the party, I certainly would have 
supported him. Mr. Wilson, the candidate for Tax Assessor, 
was defeated by only ten votes. Numerous men have asked 
him to become a candidate, but he has done just as Mr. Gal- 
breath should have done, he has declined to become a candi- 
iate for Tax Assessor, and said publicly that he will not violate 
his oath taken to support the Primary nominees. 


I have tried to make a capable and efficient Sheriff. I have 


lone the best that I could. If I am elected again, I will give 
the verj bfst that is in me to perform the duties of the office, 
and I do not believe that there can be found in Volusia County 
enough men uho ar^ unmindful of their oath to defeat me, and i 
T^ earnestly request the votes of the good people of Volusia j 
bounty, and patlicularly of every voter who participated in' 
the Democratic Primary of June 8th.

There were sereval in 
Daytona and other precincts in the County, but no candidate 
or office attempted to claim them except Mr. Galbreath, and 
his was after the returns showed he was defeated. 


What right has Mr. Galbreath to ask the Court to order 


he Inspectors to re-assemble and open up the ballot box and 
ay that the cross placed in the Second Choice column, as shown 
above ought to be taken out of that column and placed in the 
First Choice column and counted for him?

Ihoice votes. 


Mr Galbreath, through his attorneys, brought a proceed- 


ing in the Circuit Court of the Seventh Judicial Circuit, and 
the Judge decided against him. He appealed to the Supreme 
Court. His attorneys later asked that the case be advanced, 
that is, be heard by the Supreme Court at an earlier date than 
it would in regular order be heard. The Court examined the 
record and declined to advance the case, evidently believing 
hat there was no merit in the stand taken by Mr. Galbreath. 
But if Mr Galbreath had really wanted a decision from the 
Supreme Court, why did he not, in the first place, institute a 
proceeding in the Supreme Court for relief, and even after he 
iad been denied the relief he pretends he ought to have in the 
Circuit Court here, the .Supreme Court was still in session for 
a month afterward, and he could have taken steps to have the 
matter adjudicated there. But no such steps were ever taken 
He knew that he was not entitled to the votes that he claimed 
he was entitled to, but doubtless he thought that he could so 
misrepresent the matter to the voters of the County that they 
would feel he had been deprived of some right, and that then 
he could, by becoming an independent candidate for Sheriff, 
win in the election. 


There has been a great deal said about four or five absen- 


tee votes that were not counted, that is, votes that were sent in 
by mail. The Canvassing Board unanimously declined to count 
these votes for the reason that they were not signed by the 
voter and the Inspectors, as required by law. Even if there 
could be such a thing as a voter in another County voting for a 
County office in this County, the requirement of the law as to 
how that ballot shall be sent in and signed by the Inspectors 
was wholly ignored. If Mr. Galbreath and his attorneys had 
thought any Court in Florida would have ordered the Canvas- 
sing Board to count these absentee votes, would not they have 
taken the matter into the Courts? Not one step was ever taken 
by Mr. Galbreath or his attorneys to compel the Canvassing 
Board to count these absentee votes. They knew, as everyone 
else knew who has investigated the matter at all, that the votes 
were illegal and that they could pot be counted. 


Again, no one except Mr. Galbreath has ever contended 


that all of these absentee votes were cast for him, or that there 
are any such ballots in the box at New Smyrna, as he says 
there are. 


I submit to the voters of Volusia County that I am entitled 


to the vote of every Democrat who participated in the Primary 
of June 8th. I am the nominee of the party, as declared by 
the officials, and shown by the votes cast. Mr. Galbreath is 
the Independent candidate and the candidate of the Republi- 
cans. I feel that every man who went into the Primary of June 
8th is bound by his oath to support me. If Mr. Galbreath had 
been declared the nominee of the party, I certainly would have 
supported him. Mr. Wilson, the candidate for Tax Assessor, 
waR defeated by only ten votes. Numerous men have asked 
him to become a candidate, but he has done just as Mr. Gal- 
breath should have done, he has declined to become a candi- 
date for Tax Assessor, and said publicly that he will not violate 
his oath taken to support the Primary nominees. 


I have tried to make a capable and efficient Sheriff. I have 


done the best that I could. If I am elected again, I will give 
the very bfst that is in me to perform the duties of the office, 
and I do not believe that there can be found in Volusia County 
enough men uho aif unmindful of their oath to defeat me, and 
I earnestly request the votes of the good people of Volusia 
County, and particularly of every voter who participated in 
the Democratic Primary of June «th.
